Chinese section of the cemetery', hear- 
ing roasted pig on a tray. 
The pur- 


pose of this rather startling part of the 
program was to save the food on the 
graves from consumption by the 
evil 


spirits which the Chinese credit with 
omnipresence, and which are supposed 
to be In attendance at all 
mortuary 
exercises with the sole intention of 
on ting the food which the friends and 
relatives of the departed have placed 
on the graves for the sustenance of 
the spirits of the occupants thereof In 
their journey to the Celestial paradise. 


It is bruited about the vicinity of 


jMt. Hope, however, that even this pre- 
caution does not save the grave food 
from being utilized by unbelieving and 
hungry white hoboes and some whites 
who are not hoboes. Darkness covers 
the details of such "handouts." 
The Chinese recognize the usefulness 


of money or what represents money, 
and they believe that It is necessary 
In the other world. 
It may be that 
these men from the antipodes put the 
Chinese Keeper of the Pearly Gates 


in the same class with Chinese officials 
of the earth, who have something of a 
reputation as first-class grafters. 
So 


money, or Its equivalent, is burned ou 
the graves. 
. 
This representation money is in the 


form of slips nf red paper, and they 
look for all the world like 
laundry 


cheeks. The slips are burned on the 
graves, and some of the food Is burned 
by the liames from tlio 
paper. The 


burning of the food, however, 
is 
so 


slight that it does not interfere with 
the plans of the practical and hungry 
white men who visit the cemetery after 
dark. 
These obligations paid to the spirits 


of 
the Chinese dead, their relatives 


and friends returned to I-Uirrlson ave- 
nue, having observed faithfully a cus- 
tom as ancient as the Flowery King- 
dom itself. Three such services 
are 


held annually, one in April, one in Au- 
gust and one in November.

Struggle for Three Places on the 


American Team 


MARBLEHEAD. Ang. 8.—A baker's 


dozen of sender yachts began a week's 
struggle today for three places on the 
American team that will 
meet 
the 


Spanish boats next week in the inter- 
national races for the President Taft 
and Governor Draper cups. The thir- 
teen yachts will sail in two divisions 
and will be given three 12 mile races a 
day until Thursday night when the re- 
gatta committee, of the Eastern' Yacht 
club by an elaborate 'system of points 
will eliminate all but three in 
each 


division. The survivors will.'then race 
two days more that the committee may 
finally determine -the three best boats. 
It is expected that the Spaniards will 
arrive at Marblehead. before the Amer- 
ican trials are concluded. 
The Span- 


ish challengers are the sender yachts 
Mosquito II, Papoose 
and 
Chonta. 


These three little boats left Spain July 
30 and are expected in New York on 
Thursday. 
They will be immediately 


shipped to Boston and tho colors of 
the Federation of Spanish Yacht clubs 
are expected to fly in Marbiehcad har- 
bor by next Sunday. The internation- 
al races will begin Aug. 17. Of the 
thirteen yachts that started in the trial 
races today, one, the Ellen, was built 
in 190$, seven, the Demon, Eel, Joyette, 
Lady, Skepzix, Spokane Til, and Wolf 
in 1809, and five, the Beaver, Bonive. 
Cima, Harpoon and Sally XI, are" the 
latest productions in this popular class 
of small boat racing. 
To the eye of the 


landsman the thirteen American yachts 
are singularly alike except 
in 
the 


matter" of color and cut of their main- 
sails. All are under the jib and main- 


sail rig with long over-hangs both fore 
and uft, smooth declts a small cockpit 
and no bowsprit. To the expert, how- 
ever, the latest boats showed fineness 
in tho carrying out of the lines and a 
tendency toward the narrow German 
type which has proved successful In 
Kiel waters and fairly.- so in this coun- 
try.

" NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—That we

closely approaching a. reproduction of 
the age of extravagance and inordinate 
pleasure in which the. Romans lived 
just before their city was destroyed is 
the belief of Cardinal Gibbons. 
He 


made that plain in an interview yes- 
terday. 
Cardinal Gibbons Is spending a few 


weeks with Rev. Fr. James F. O'Hara 
of Southampton, L. I. 
"Yes," said the cardinal, "I think wd 


are very closely approaching the age of 
extravagance and Inordinate pleasure 
enjoyed by Rome just before her fall. 
The cry today is for more and more 
riches. 
The rich man is greedy for. 


more. He seems to never have enough 
to satisfy his desire. It is the same 
with the well-to-do. The cry is the 
same everywhere. . 
Then there Is the desire for inordi- 


nate pleasures. We have many more 
channels of pleasures than there were 
In the days of Julius Caesar, yet there 
is the desire for new pleasures and for 
greater enjoyments.1' 


"When the cardinal was asked what 


he thought would be the result of this 
condition of extravagance, lie replied: 


'I believe the gospel of Christ -will 
snvs the situation. There was not 
Christ, you remember, to save Rome. 
I hope the people will see their folly 
and realize the true situation. 
The 


spirit of self-da,nial, unselfishness and 
love of the principles of Christ's teach- 
ings will be practiced by the* people 
then more largely and will save 
us 


where Rome could not be saved. 
"This great desire for riches is mak- 


ing people, very selflsh," he went on 
with deep earnestness. "1 do not speak 
of individuals, for ve have many gen- 
erous ones among the rich, but 1 wish 


that more of them would be a. little 
less selflsh and a little more consider- 
ate of the unfortunate." 
The cardinal spoke of the great ex- 


travagances of women and added, sig- 
nificantly, that; the women of 
Home 


woro very extravagant, too. 
"But I do not care to enter-Into any 


discussion of that subject juet at this 
time," he added. 
As to the comparative degree of hap- 


piness enjoyed by the rich and by the 
poor, Cardinal Gibbons mentioned the 
European peasants, who live on simple 
food with much contentment, and who 
have good appetites and good diges- 
tions which, he added, cannot be said 
of all the rich men of this country.

"O, there are several," replied 
the 


cardinal. Smiling, he went 
on: 
"I 


think this little story Illustrates this 
difference pretty well: 
"A certain nobleman was talcing an

The 
poor maa had come out early to hunt,

"Tho peasant was surprised to meet 


anyone at so early an hour, and, not

CENSUS 


Will be Made Known About the 


October 


WASHINGTON, -Aug. 
8.—By 
the 
middle of October, taut scarcely before, 
the people o£ the United States will 
know their own number, :is revealed 
by the 13 census. The fisures will not 
be trivon out until tlic count is entirely 
completed and minutely verified, and 
by that time overy man who "keeps 
tab" will know the total for himself, 
for the details for al! such sub-divi- 
sions as states, cities and counties will 
have 
become 
known 
previously 


through the census office's announce- 
ments. 
Some people think that Director Du- 


rand practically knows now the exact 
number of population, but he declares 
"really and truly" tiiat he does 
not. 


If so disposed, however, he. could as- 
certain approximately the number of 
people somewhat in ndvance of 
his 


announcement to the public. 
This 


could be done by means of the pre- 
liminary count o£ the schedules which 
is made necessary for the payment of 
the enumerators 'for Iheir 
services. 


The enumerating- districts for each su- 
pervisor's area are numbered, and it is 
Intended that each ol them should con- 
taJn one hundred names. As soon as 
these are received they are 
turned 


over to counters and a virtually active 
statement is thus made possible. Up 
to date the names in more than 58,000 
of the 70,000 districts have been count- 
ed.The process is moving forward rap- 
idly, and when it is completed 
the 


population of the United States could 
be easily, by footing up the totals, ar- 
rii'ed at. Mr. Durand. however, is not 
having the figures totalled, 
and 
he 


says thnt it Is his purpose not to do so.- 
He Is not curious as to the outcome 
of his work.' Nor will lie make any 
prediction as to what the result will 
show. It is known, luiwc-ver, that the 
census officials generally fall in with 
the popular idea that there are about 
00.000.000 people in the United States. 
Between the census ot ISnO and that 
of 1900, there was an Increase of about 
thirteen millions, and only a slightly 
larger increase would now be neces- 
sary to bring the figure up to thn nine- 
ty million mark. 
This result la ar- 


rived at by n. purely arithmetical cal- 
culation, and not by any compilation 
of the figures recently taken. 


About three hundred nimble lingered 


young men and women lire engaged 
night and day in determining the fig- 
ures which, when the final computa- 
tion is made, will show the total popu- 
lation. All told,' there are some eigh- 
teen hundred clerks employed in the 
census office in the compilation of all 
the facts gathered by the Held agents 
in connection with the recent census; 
but. 
while the greatest activity is di- 


rected toward the ascertainment ot the 
population, there is Hjtill much doing In 
other directions. Indeed, a large num- 
ber of those at work In the population 
division yre engaged in classifying the 
facts relative to the sex. ;ige, race, and 
other conditions in connection with the 
people numbered. 
Also, 
there 
are 


many employed i ntlie inanufacturlng, 
agricultural and mining brandies. 
. The first announcements, however, 
will cover 
only 
enumeration figure?, 


;md these will continue for the next 
two months and a half. The sociologi- 
cal and industrial figures 
will 
come 


later, and will be. announced as a rule 
in special 
bulletins prepared by the 


bureau itself. 


Up-to-date, population figures have 


been given on two states only, Rhode 
Island and Oklahoma, but many an- 


nouncements have been made for cities 
towns and counties in various part 
of the country. All the returns so fa 
given to the public have been prepare 
to meet the especial demands of .th 
localities 
affected. 
In Rhode Island 


for instance, there is to be a reap 
nortlonment for legislative purposes 
and in Oklahoma the franchise is in 
yolved. Texas has state laws affect 
ing county administration, 
and 
ha: 


made a special demand upon the bu 
reau. There also have been some ex 
actions of a legal nature from varioui 
cities in Illinois, as from some othei 
states. From this time forward, how- 
ever, these requests will receive com- 
paratively little attention, and as a con 
sequence, the regular work, of the 
bureau will proceed more rapidly. 


The director's intention is first to 


tabulate the population1, of the large 
cities, and after the announcements for 
those centers of population shall have 
been made, the figures for the states 
will be given out as they are ascer- 
tained. The returns for all the coun- 
ties of each state will be announced at 
the same tlmo that the state figures 
are made public. 


Many of the announcements are li- 


able to be delayed beyond the 
timi' 


when they may be expected by the 
public. This delay, if it occurs, will \i': 
due to the necessity for careful scru- 
tiny of all the scheduler. 
All of the 


enumeration sheets are counted from 
three to four times, and if there is any 
error, or even if there is any circum- 
stance indicating a possibility of an 
error, an investigation is ordered, and 
if necessary a correction is made. In 
two cities, evidence of fraud has been 
discovered,' and in one, Great. Falls, 
Montana, a prosecution lias been un- 
dertaken for fraudulent enumeration. 
In Massachusetts, all of the figures 
have bncn withheld to accommodate 
the state in some of its own statistical 
work. 


Contrary to the general opinion, all 


the counting of the peoole is done by 
hf.nd. 
The 
tabulating 
machines, of 


which several hundred arn/ employed 
In the ofTicc, are used only in classifica- 
tions as to race, sex. and other condi- 
tions. 


The census office is a busy place. 


The'present force of clerks will be in- 
creased eventually to .ibout MOO. There 
are two shifts of them, one working 
from !) o'clock in the morning until 
4.::o. the other taking up the work at 
the latter hour and going forward until 
11 o'clock at night. 


Counting 
enumerators, 
special 


agents and supervisors, no fewer than 
SO.0(10 ppople will have been employed 
in the work of the thirteenth census 
by the time it is completed. 
So far 


about six million dollars have been ex- 
pended upon it, and ;t Is probable that 
the total cost will be about fifteen mil- 
lion dollars. 
Of this sum twelve, mil- 


lion dollars hns been appropriated by 
congress.

exercises with the sole intention o£ 
eating the food which the friends and 
relatives of the departed have placed 
on the graves for the sustenance of 
the spirits of the occupants thereof In 
their Journey to the Celestial paradise. 


It is bruited about the vicinity of 


Mt. Hope, however, that even this pre- 
caution does not save the grave food 
from being utilized by unbelieving and 
hungry white hoboes and some whites 
who are not hoboes. Darkness covers 
the details of such "handouts." 
The Chinese recognize the usefulness 


of money or what represents money, 
and they he-Hove that It is necessary 
in the other world.

FOUND NOT GUILT 


Man Was Charged With Larceny 


of Money 


One of the most interesting as "well 


as lengthy cases that has been heard 
n police court far a long time was 
aired before Judge Hadlsy this morn- 
ng, when a hearing was given John 
Thomas, a young man, who It wan al- 
eged stole J78 in money from a safe in 
the rear o£ tho store at 475 Merrimack 
street occupied by Frederick P. Craw- 
ford, who deals in barbers' supplies. 
The government offered three witness- 
es, while the only witness for the de- 
fense was the defendant himself. The 
court after considering the evidence in 
the case lound the defendant not suilty 
and ordered him discharged. Lawyer

The first witness was the complain- 


ant, Mr. Crawford, who after answer- 
ng tho usual preliminary questions, 
gave a description of the stores occu- 
pied by him in, Merrlroack street.

It Is the eamo 
with the well-to-do. The cry is the 
same everywhere. 
"Then there is the desire for inordi-

In tho days of Julius Caesar, yet there 
IB the desire for new pleasures and for. 
greater enjoyments." 


When the cardinal was asked what 


he thought would bo the result of this 
condition of extravagance, he replied: 
"I believe the gospel of Christ will

Christ, you remember, to save' Rome. 
I hope the people will see their folly 
and realize the. true 
situation.

The process is moving forward rap- 


nouneernents have been made for cities 
towns and counties in various parti 
of the country. All the returns so fa: 
given to the public have been prepare 
to meet the especial demands of the 
localities affected. In Rhode Island 
for instance, there is to be a reap- 
portlonraent for legislative purposes 
and In Oklahoma the franchise Is in- 
volved. Texas has state laws affect- 
ing county administration, and

reau. There also have been some ex-

atlng the food which the friends and 
elatlves of the departed have placed 
n the graves for the sustenance of 


spirits of the occupants thereof in 


heir journey to the Celestial paradise. 
It Is bruited about the vicinity of 
.t. Hope, however, thnt even this pre- 
autlon does not save the grave food 
•om being utilized by unbelieving and 
nngry white hoboes and some whites 
ho are not hoboes. Darkness covers 
le details of such "handouts." 
The Chinese recognize the usefulness

It may be that 


eso men from the antipodes put the 
hlncse Keeper of thu Pearly Gates 


in the same class with Chinese officials 
of the enrth, who have something of a 
reputation as first-class grafters.

This representation money Is in the 


form of slips of red paper, and they 
look for all the worlfl like 
laundry 


checks. The slips arc.burned on the 
graves, and some of the food is burned 
by the flnmos from the 
paper.

burning of the food, however, 
is 
so 


slight that it doos not interfere with 
the plans of the practical anrt hungry 
white men who visit the cemetery after 
dark. 


Those obligations paid to the spirits 


of 
the Chinese dnad, their relatives 


antl friends returned to Harrison SVP- 
nue, having observed faithfully a cus- 
tom as ancient as the Flowery King- 
dom itself. Three such services 
are 


held annually, one in April, one in Au- 
gust and one in November.

The board of health did 
not take a sample: of the water there, 
however, so it Is not known whether it 
contained typhoid fever germs. 


Other operatives are out from the 


mill ill with symptoms of the disease, 
and it is feared that it may be neces- 
'sary to close the mill because of tlie 
absence of so many of the operatives.
